"We have come to the conclusion that if Los 
Angeles harbor does not need the Santa Fe rail-

Beach from Torrance," was the startling state­ 
ment made to Secretary Pottinger of the Tor­ 
rance Chamber of Commerce by J. W. Baum- 
gartner, field engineer of the Santa Fe railway.

Engineer Baumgartner, accompan­ 
ied by Superintendent of Right-of- 
Ways George Mttttis visited Tor- 
ra'nce Wednesday for the purpose 
of looking over proposed grade 
crossings at Arlington and Carson 
streets and djBlrfng their short stay 
in the city wttro outspoken In their 
criticism of the LOB Angeles city 
council tot the latter's dilatory 
tactics In wttnholdiffg, the railway'* 
franchise to bullet their proposed 
line into the Los Angeles Harbor.

"Patience having long . ceased to 
be a virtue in this case" said the 
engineer, "we are at present en­ 
gaged in securing the right of way 
direct from Torrance to a point 
near the Long Beach harbor and 
win pass up Wilmington, and San 
Pedro/

"If Los Angeles wants us they 
haye now got to coine to us, for 
we will waste no more time in ne­ 
gotiating with the city council. 
Bight .months this matter has bees 
IB abeyance and now our rights of 
way through to Long Beach are 
practically secured and an -engi­ 
neering crew at work, on the new 
proposed grade* This new route 
crosses no Los Angeles streets and 
we can go ahead and build without 
consulting: the Los Angeles city 
council." '

$25,000 Home Tonight

v The impressive ceremony of breaking ground 
for the erection of the new Torrance Masonic 
Temple near the First National Bank building 
will be held tonight at seven o'clock, according 
to notices sent all Masons in this section yester­ 
day by the building commitee.

This committee, 001101811118: of R. R. 
Smith, preuldent; W. A. Renn, vice- 
president; George W. Towne, treas­ 
urer; Pftul Dynes, secretary, und 
George W. Nflill, met lout night with 
the architects and final arrangements 
forjlhe handsome three-stocy build­ 
ing" to coat approximately (26,000, 
were completed.

The building, that will be the fore­ 
runner of many modern buildings 
goon to be erected in Torrance, will 
occupy a lot with a 46-foot frontage 
and u depth of 100 feet, and will be 
constructed of brick with a rollled 
brick frontage. '

modern style of architecture In the 
building of business blocks, the ar­ 
chitects for the Masonic Temple have 
followed the Elizabethan utyle 'hat

-omplete building an individuality 
seldom found in smaller cities.

There will be two store* on this 
ground floor will above these th-3 
lodge room, 65 by 43 font.

OPINION OF GEOLOGISTS
ON LAKE OF OIL BEING 

UNDER TORRANCE VINDICATED
Investigation Shows Better .Grade and Larger

Flow As Wells Enter City
Limits

Are the big wells of the Torrance oil fields to 
be drilled east of the western edge'of the city 
limits? " And are the opinions of some of the 
geologists who have reported that a sea of oil 
lies under the center of Torrance'to be borne out 
by future drilling. .

would flow If permitted to. Ho^/ 
ever, fear was expressed that T 
flow might prove so strong thatand investors on the outside.

A survey of the field made this 
week shows that of the wells al­ 
ready drilled, the best are found as 
one comes east and are in the hol­ 
lows rather than on the hills. Also 
the gravity of the wells Is higher 
as one conies east. On the extreme 
western edge of the field, border­ 
ing on the Redondo district, one 
finds two producing wells, one 
owned by the General Petroleum 
and one by the Union Oil company 
that are- pyffldnclng only 160 and 
100 barrels a day respectively. The 
gravity -of the oil is around 14. 
A half mile east, in the direction of 
Torrance, and just to the north of 
Carson street, on .a slight knoll, 
one finds two more producing wells, 
one belonging to the Amalgamated 
Oil Company and one to the Ful­ 
lerton Oil Company. The gravity 
of "hese wells averages about 16 
while the daily production is 
around 200 and 250 barrels. A 
quarter .of., a mile further easj in 
the hollow south of Carson street 
is Del Amo No. 1, Chanslor Canfield 
Midway-, well, flowing on an aver­ 
age of 600 barrels a flay of 22.5 
gravity oil.

Coming about one half mile fur­ 
ther east and at the edge of the 
western limits of the city of Tor­ 
rance is Del Amo No. 2, flowing at 
the rate ot about 300 barrels a day.

when the flow erops off to about 
200 barrels: The average produc­ 
tion, however, is around the 300 
barrel mark. This well is in a 
depression similar to Del Amo No. 
1, and at the present time is the 
only well besides Del Amo No. -1 
in the entire field that is flowing. 

Just across the highway from 
Del Amo No. 2 Is Torrance No. 1, 
drilled by the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany. Its. dally production has been 
aroun* 250 and 300 barrels a day 
under unfavorable circumstances. 
While a »:eat many people have be­ 
lieved the well was on the pump, 
the Standard Oil men manning the 
well say that the pump Is used as

agitator to keep the oil 
omder control and that the

flow might prove so strong tnaty\ 
would blow out the casing ,and f\A 
that reason, it- is-"not permitted tcrs^ 
get away. The gravity of the oil 
averages around 20.

The belief exists that the dril­ 
ling; which, has been done so far to 
the west and northwest has been 
to'discover how far In those direc­ 
tions the oil sand .extends, and that 
the oil men are confident of getting 
their best wells as they came within 
the city limits of Torrance. This 
belief will be put to the test by 
the three wells riow being drilled 
just inside the city limits of Tor­ 
rance by the Standard Oil and 
Chanslor Canfield Midway Oil com­ 
panies. Close to Torrance No. 1 
on the Standard leas* but further 
to the east, Torrance No. 2 Is being 
put down. It is now about 1500 
feet deep. Just south of Carson 
street and offset wells, to Torrance 
No. 1, and No. 2 on the Standard 
tract, Torrance No. 2 and No. 3 are 
being drilled by the Chanslor Can- 
fteilt' "--Midway me*^•--. There IB « 
race on between these, two wells 
now to see which will be the first 
to come in. Torrance No. 2, after 
getting down more than 3,000 feet 
and after cementing off,, ran into 
mechanical difficulties and had, to 
re^ement and is again near the 
3000 foot level. Torrance No. 3, 
making splendid progress has about 
caught up with Torrance No. 2.

The men directing the drilling of 
the Chanslor Canfield0 Midway wells 
are confident that Torrance No. 2 
and No. 3 will be producers. They* 
made this prediction when Del Amo 
No. 2, 200 yards directly west, 
came in as a flowing well.

Apparently not satisfied with 
their exploration of the western 
edge of the Torrance field the 
Chanslor Canfield Midway company 
Is preparing to drill Del Amo No. 3 
about a quarter of a mile west of 
Del Amo No. 1 and just across Oar- 
son street from the Amalgamated, 
Fullerton and Shell wells. Del Amo 
No. 3 will be electrically drilled.

On lower ground, near the Amal­ 
gamated, Fullerton and Shell wella 
the Standard Oil Company last Fri­ 
day spudded in, Falknor No. 1 and 
went down 50 feet the first day.
